The  ninety-eighth  edition  of  the  Forester  yearbook  was  pubhshed  by  Jostens  Pubhshing  Company  out  of 
Winston-Salem,  North  Carohna.  This  years  cover  displays  our  newly  voted  mascot  mark,  the  black  bear 
paw.  The  paw  is  done  in  Red  #331  with  white  #325  spelling  out  Forester  across  the  front.  The  book  was 
published  at  450  copies  with  over  200  pages  and  ends  with  a  16-page  color  signature  of  World  Beat.  Once 
again,  our  representative,  Morris  Ferensen  has  been  an  incredible  help  in  very  stressful  situations.  We 
also  had  a  change  in  faculty  advisors  this  year  adding  Professor  Les  Dlabay  to  our  newly  formed  staff.
